PLOT IS REVEALED 


STATE TO PROSECUTE FOUR WHO 
SCHEMED TO COLLECT 
INSURANCE INDEMNITY. 


CANADIAN DOCTOR IMPLICATED 


Exhumed Body Was To Have Been 
Burned and Identified Aa One 
Insured for $11,000. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.—Prosecu- 
tion of four persons alleged to be im- 
plicated in the three-year-old Drum- 
mond Island grave robbery mystery 
awaits ouly the arrival of a Canadian 
physician and a second missing ac- 
complice in the crime, Atto;mey Gen- 
eral Merlin Wiley has announced. He 
declared that prosecution of the plot- 
ters, whose conspira¢y is now known 


‘in every detail, would be handled by 


his department, 

The plot, as said to have been re- 
vealed hy Clifford Harrison, 18, and 
Mrs. Ruth Knudson, his sister, both 
of whom are in jail, was an effort to 
defraud a Canadian insurance com- 
pany of $11,000 insurance which Mrs. 
Knudson carried, by firing a honse in 
which another woman's exhumed re 
mains had been placed, causing. Mrs. 
Knudson to disappear simultaneously 
with the fire, and collecting the insur- 
ance money by claiming the charred 
remains as hers. 

The baying of a hound, which the 
activities of the grave robbers roused, 
frustrated the ghouls at their work 
and caused them to drop the contents 
of the opened grave. The dismem- 
hered body, found Jater on the banks 
of the St. Mary’s river, was identified 
as that of ‘a woman buried a few 
days before. 


$600,000 AWARD PAID BY FORD 


Motor Company Sends Check to Settle 
Hotel Dispute in N. Y. 


New York—The Aetna Casualty & 
Surety company, of Hartford, receiv- 
ed. on Ang.

EXECUTIVES REFUSE “PROPOSAL 


Railroad Heade Spurn President's 
Peace Plan and Assume Attitude 
of No Further Compromise, 


Sacramento, Cal—Members of the 
Big Four on the Southern Paeific 
walked out at Roseville Sunday night. 
The mo, demanded that all retiroad 
guards ‘be removed, that non-union 
mon be discharged and that working 
conditions be as they were before 
July 1, 


Los Angeles—Members of the Big 
Four brotherhoods employed by the 
Santa Fe railway at Winslow, Ariz., 
and Albuquerque, N. M., ‘went out on 
strike Sunday night, according to an 
announcement by I. L. Hibbard, gen- 
eral manager of the company’s coast 
lines. 


Washington — Railroad executives 
who represented all thetr associates 
in negotiating over Saturday and Sun- 
day with President Harding and rail- 
road labor organization heads for a 
compromise settlement of the railroad 
strike, left Washington Sunday night 
convinced that the present strike 
would be fought out to a finish. 

The executives further indicated, 
through an authorized spokesman, 
that they expected the government 
would not attempt further compro- 
mise in the situation and made pub- 
Hic the text of their answer to Presi- 
dent Harding’s final settlement pro- 
posal, ‘

Lord Lee of Fareham, first lord 
of the admtralty, is authority for 
this announcement. The methods 
by which the navy expects to repel 
aerial attacks is being carefully 
guarded, 


OUTLINES BILL TO TAKE ROADS: 


Would Autharize Federal Control! If: 
Peace Proposal Fails. 


Washington—-Here is an outline of 
the bill that would authorize President 
Harding to seize and operate the rail-( 
roads if his latest proposal to end the’ 
strike falls. It was drafted by Sena-: 
tor Cummins, of the intenstate com- 
merce committee, and contains these 
provisions: 

1. Declaration that an emergency: 
exiata, 

2. Authorization for the president 
to take over the transportation facilt- 
ties of-the nation and operate. them 
pending termination of the emer- 
gency. 

3. Permission for the president tai, 
take over individual rail syatems in-' 
stead of making {tt mandatory that alli 
of them be seized, as was done by the 
Wilson administration durlag the war. 

5. Blanket power to the president: 
to use his own discretion in taking 
actual control and operating the lines.. 

6. Continuation of the president's: 
authority until congress declares that 
the emergency no longer exists. 

When the bill is presented,  Prest- 
dent Harding will go before a faint 
session of congress and personally 
urge spina action. 


U.S. PLANS FIGHT ON CANCER 


Physician Designated to Seok Way * 
Put Disease Under Control. 


Washington—The government is to: 
begin an investigation into the causes. 
of cancer, it was said at the treasury., 

Dr. J. W. Scherechowaky, aasistant: 
surgeon’ general of the public health 
service, officials sald, has been deaig-. 
nated to make the inquiry and will 
establish headquarters in Boston, 
where it is planned to seek the co- 
operation of leading medical men and 
utilize the facilities there for collect- 
ing data. 

The public health service, official 
declared, will try to put cancer, which' 
they asserted is responsible for one 
in every eight deaths occurring after 
the age of 45, into the same category 
as typhus, malaria, pellagra, and other 
diseases brought under control by’ 
government scientists.

Washington—Final vote on the tar 
iff bill in the senate in a few days 
has been predicted by senate leaders.

Cook the greens until tender, which 
will take two hours or more unless the 
greens are very young, then serve with 
the fallowing ‘salad dressing: Rub a 
small bowl with a cut clove of garlic, 
add one-half of a Ceaspponful of salt, a 
few dashes of paprika, two tablespoon. 
fuls of orange juice and four to five 
tablespoonfuls of olive ofl. Whip this 
dressing until it fs creamy, then serve 
on the cooked dandelions, 


Pigweed or Lambs’ Quarter. 
This is a good wholesome green and 
common enough to be generally well 
known as a weed, but not well known 
as a good food. Pull it up by the reots 
and strip off the green leaves, as the 
stalk Is generally too tough to serve, 


-Cook with pork or corned beef and 


serve hot. 

Purslane {gs another good green, 
Pick the 
leaves and stalks, shake well) and 
wash, then cook as any other greens. 

Horseradish, pieplant and dandelion 
cooked together make a good flavored 
combination, Yellow dock when young 
and tender fs good. 

Cowslips are delicious when well 
cooked and seasoned. They are easy 
to clean and do not shrink as do the 
dandctions when cooking. A half peck 
of tender dandelion greens will shrink 
when eeoked to a small vegetable dish- 
ful. . 

‘Mustard is grown for a green and 
makes most tasty dish. The wild 
mustard is good, but the leaves are 
much smaller than those of the plant 
ealled Chinese mustard, -A few leaves 
of the mustard cut In bits and added to 
the dish of lettuce improves it.
